million  individuals,  whose  standard  of  living  is  r is ing" s lowly,  but  is  still 
far  too  low.     He  has  also  been  too  busy  and  too  close  to  the  people  and  the 
Tennessee  earth  to  be  much  concerned  about  the  Red  hobgoblins  that  conserva- 
tives profess  to  have  seen  skulking  around  the  big  dams  as  thick  as  commissars 
at  Dnepropetrovsk.
